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is four inches shorter than the original 
free length of the uncut fork spring. 
Don't reuse the original short fine wire 
preload springs in the forks. 

Next, the damper rods have to be 
shortened. Leaving the forks in place, 
pull each damper rod up, stuff a rag in 
the fork tube to prevent metal chips 
from getting into the forks, and hack- 
saw four inches off each damper rod. 
With the hex stye 8mm x 1.25 
threading die you can buy at Sears, 
thread the rods one inch each. Now 
put on the jam nuts, insert the long 
fork springs, put on the separator 
washers, and the two inch springs. 

Instead of reusing the stock fork 
caps, I opted to try a set of S&W air 
fork caps with pump and gauge. It 
costs $60 or you can save that much by 
just reusing the stock fork caps, but it 
sure is nice to dial in the front suspen- 
sion at the race track with nothing 
more than a little hand pump and an 
air gauge. 

Whichever set of fork caps you de- 
cide to use, make sure that you secure 
the damper rods to the caps with the 
jam nuts. 

An additional side effect of lowering 
the bike is that it shortened the wheel- 
base by 1% inches, which is good be- 
cause the original 57-inch wheelbase 
was too long for a 250cc dirt tracker. 
Unfortunately, the front wheel sliding 
upward toward the engine during the 
fork shortening process, and the rear 
wheel arcing away from the engine as 
the swingarm became parallel to the 
ground during the lowering process, 
both contributed to more static weight 
on the front end which is now harder 
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(Above) Chart shows how.center of gravity and IFC are lowered with sus- 
pension changes.

to transfer rearward because the 
chassis has too much pro-squat built 
in. Good news and bad news at every 
turn. But that’s the compromise game 
that goes on during every motorcycle 
modification process, Things always 
go wrong. Most of ‘em can be ridden 
around if you can't design 'em out. 


You can't seriously go TT racing 
with a full set of knobby tires. I chose 
to run Carlisle Universal dirt track 
tires front and rear. They are very good 
on a cushion track, have a very predict- 
able traction profile, also work well on 
a dry track, and are plentiful. Other 
tires like Goodyears and Pirellis, are 
better in some applications, but are 
hard to find or are built for too 
specific a race track condition to be a 
good all-round Sportsman TT tire. 

I have a 19-inch WM-2 D.I.D rim 
laced up to the Honda front brake. I 
feel it gives me more steering feedback 
than any 21-inch front wheel with 
whatever rubber can be scared up to 
approximate the traction of a dirt tire. 
However, in fairness, I've been beaten 
by guys riding Sportsman TT thumpers 
with 21 inchers up front shorn with 
any old brand of knob. So, if a 21-inch 
tire is comfortable to you, than by all 
means use it. It'll save you another 
$85. If you do decide to go the 19-inch 
route, the supplier I've listed is reliable. 

As far as the rear wheel goes, just 
getrid of the rim locks and tape over 
the rim lock holes so the tube won't 
take a trip through them. Put a 4.00 x 
18 Carlisle Universal on the back, pop 
about 20 pounds in it and your sus- 
pension and tires are ready to go. 





On the matter of gearing for 
whatever track you're going to run, the 
stock gearing on the Honda is good for 
only about 60+ mph with a 14T 
countershaft sprocket and a 49T rear. 
Honda makes an optional 15T front 
which brings the speed at rated 7500 
rpm up to about 65 mph. I needed 
about 80 mph top speed, so Trivic 
Distributing put me on to their PBI 
Pro-Only sprocket with 17 teeth. That 
brought the speed up to 80. They also 
make a 47T rear sprocket, and if I ever 
decide to road race it I may just put it 
on. An extra master link and half-link 
are required to fit the 17T sprocket. 
There is also a chain clearance 
problem at the front sprocket which can 
be corrected with a grinding bit from 
your hardware store and your % drill 
motor. Just take it easy and grind a 
small amount off the case. Trial fit the 
sprocket several times. It took me 10 
minutes to get it right. 

Let's talk about the engine. Power it 
has. Tractability, it hasn't. And since 
most of the time on a race track is 
spent accelerating from one corner to 
another, breaking loose and sending 
rooster tails is not in the program for 
accelerating hard. This motor needed 
to be tamed down as a motocrosser 
and as a TT bike. It needed to make a 
more smooth power transition and I 
chose to smooth it out with a higher 
inertia flywheel. Connolly Products 
will modify yours for $70 and itl 
make a believer out of you. It's still a 
bit squirty, now because of the unin- 
tentional pro-squat, but the heavier 
flywheel made it much nicer. The fly- 
wheel will work for TT, motocross or 
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enduros. Again, you will have to 
remove a bit of aluminum this time in 
the stator cover where the leftover 
casting plugs are, and on the crankcase 
where the timing mark is. Before re- 
moving the timing mark, punch a new 
one with a center punch. A Honda fly- 
wheel puller is necessary for this job. 
It's under $10. 

Controls are left as-is except for the 
shift lever. The original forged 
aluminum lever was too short and 
efforts to have it extended resulted in 
failure of the weld. Honda makes a 
steel lever for their CR125, and it can 
be lengthened to suit your riding style 
and foot length. 

A number of guys have adapted 
fiberglass seats and tanks from Cham- 
pion dirt trackers to their motocrossers- 
tuned TTers. And my Honda could 
stand a further seat lowering (there's 
still room). If you decide to go the 
custom pieces route, you'll have to do 
the adapting and bracket fabricating 
since none of the pieces are designed 
for the Honda. Champion also sells in- 
dividually all of their many components 
for their complete dirt track frames. 
Their address is in the parts list 
appendex. 

Southern California’s District 37 is 
going to have a TT Scrambles on the 
Carlsbad Superbikers track in May. 
Itll be interesting to see how the 
Honda does on the track which was 
literally responsible for its 
metamorphasis from motocross bike to 
a new breed of TT bike. For 
information on the Carlsbad race in 
May call Ed Carroll at 213/371-7356.

AMA ISDT Qualifier Series: Round five 








Stacy berms out come-from- 
behind win at Rose City

ROSE CITY, MI. MAY 10-11 


Frank Stacy put all his MX experience to work 
as he blitzed the final special test in the Rose 
City Two-Day Qualifier to come out on top of 
the tally sheets. KTM sponsored Stacy had 


been fifth overall going into Day 
Two. “I really had a good time 
today," said Stacy afterwards." 

Stacy's best score earned him 
the 250cc class win and a 14 point 
(seconds) margin over Open class 
victor Frank Gallo of Team Husky. 
Dick Burleson, also aboard a Husky, 
was two points shy of Gallo's score and 
carded second in the 250cc class. 

The event was the result of a lot of 
hard work by the sponsoring 
Bentwheels Competition Committee. 
Day One 

Just a week before this event a forest 
fire eliminated 30 miles of what was to 
be first day trails. The trail could have 
been remarked, but rangers didn't 


want any one in the burned area. 
It wasn't possible to route around the 
area, so all 160 miles for the first day 
were scrubbed. The second day trails 
were substituted. Then they were used 
again on day two. The only effect was 


‘the reduction in total mileage by 


about 30 miles and there was a well 
established trail on Sunday. 

The trail on Saturday posed a 
problem for some early riders. They 
got lost in tight sections and were late 
at the following checks. However, the 
first and fourth checks were thrown 
out, thereby solving the late problem 
for many. The first check was removed 
because time was improperly kept and 
the fourth because arrows had been 
torn down. 


A 1.6 mile grass track served as the 
special test area. There were two tests 
each day with riders going through the 
course one at a time. The final test on 
the second day, however, had 10 riders 
going at it MX style for four laps. 
Walking the course Friday evening, 
Mike Rosso stated, “It is really 
representative (of Six Days). What I 
like about it is it is so wide." Virtually 
every rider shared Rosso's enthusiasm 
for the course. 

A charging Dick Burleson and 
Husky teammate Mike Melton set the 
pace in the first special test. Frank 
Gallo took the honors from Burleson 
by one second in the second test. That 
left Burleson in the lead by just one 
second over Frank at the end of day 
one. 

Gallo held a sizeable 19 point lead 
over Steve VanWatermeulen in the 
Open class at the end of the first day of 
competition. Burleson had a nine 
point advantage over Ed Lojak and 
Jeff Fredette in the 250cc class. The 
175's had the tightest race going with 
Kevin Brown and Jack Penton tied for 
second, three points behind Ron 
Ribolzi. Greg Davis held sway over 


Dane Leimbach in the 125cc class. 
Bobby Pearce had second place test 
scores, but took 240 trail points. 

Drop outs for the day were light. 
Steve Hess was out with a failed 
engine. Les Grable also had engine 
problems. Keith Biddle, a 250cc B 
rider, had a bit of tough luck. After 
zeroing the course and turning 
respectable test scores he houred out 
after getting stuck in a very small mud 
hole on his way to impound. 

Day Two 

Riding the same trails on the same 
schedule as he previous day made Day 
Two easier for everyone. There were 
separate schedules for Letter of Intent, 
A and B riders. None were designed to 
allow much time at any check. 

The trails were the same but the 
special test area was different, What 
was supposed to be a grass track was 
really mostly sand. The berms got 
higher with each rider and the one wet 
area got soupier. For Day Two the 
direction of travel was reversed. 

One spot in the special test that 
became a problem for many riders was 
a deep washboard section that was 
wet. With use, the holes got deeper 








and riders bailed off as they attempted 
to go through at speed and their front 
ends went deep in the muck. This 
Situation was very costly for Dick 
Burleson. He unloaded as he hit the 
last rut and tried to corner at the same 
time. The move cost him several 
seconds. 

As the time for the last special test 
came closer, more and more spectators 
arrived to watch the MX action. They 
were not to be disappointed. The 
course was altered slightly to widen 
some tight corners and by-pass the bad 
muddy/rut area. A wider, longer mud 
area that had a good bottom was left 
in. As the traffic churned the mud 
throughout the afternoon, the bottom 
went out in places. Several of the later 
riders got stuck and had to be helped 
out. 

It was the second moto of the 
afternoon that told the story. It was 
here that Stacy made his move that 
leapfrogged him into first. With no 
one to really push him he ran away 
from the pack, finishing 39 seconds 
ahead of Ted Leimbach. Stacy's score 
for the four laps was 925. The next 
best score was Burleson with 939. 

The most exciting race followed 
Stacy's. It featured Burleson and Gallo 
dueling it out for, what appeared at 
the time, the overall win. After having 
fallen in the morning, Burleson 
needed to beat Gallo by six seconds to 
regain the lead. Before the moto 
Burleson said, “It will be tough to beat 
Frank, let alone by six seconds." 

As they came off the line Kevin 
Lavoie grabbed the lead with Burleson 
second. Gallo hit the first turn in fifth. 
Burleson took the lead and Gallo was 
soon right behind him keeping up the 
pressure. On the third lap Gallo 
powered his way into a short.lived 
lead. Burleson got under Gallo in a 
long sweeper and took the lead to the 
finish by a three second margin. It was 
a great race, but not enough for 
Burleson. 

The A class winner was Chuck 
Howard, a Michigan native, on a 390 
Husky. The B class went to New 
Yorker, Richard Heins, also aboard - 
Husky.

Six Winston Pro Series Nationals are on the 


boards and already 


what a season! Five 


different winners and three of those five are 
first time National victors! 


Now the circuit heads east for 
four half miles, three road races 
and a TT. We have watched all 
of the Nationals to date and can 
tell the fans that are still waiting to see 
their first this year that they are in for 
a real race, no matter where it is. 

The half miles and miles are 
especially loaded with equal talent and 
machines. No one can really predict in 
advance who is going to finish in the 
top three. Let's look at some examples 
from this season. 

Ronnie Jones, a second year Expert 
who had never come close to winning a 
National in ‘79 and in fact qualified 
for few National finals as a rookie, ran 
one of the finest start-to-finish short 
track races to win at Houston. 

Then there was Hank Scott, the top 
point gainer in the miles two years ago 
who did not come close all last year for 
a mile victory. 

But Hank is back and is the title 
holder for not one but both of the 
miles run this season. 

His mile engine is so strong that he 
came from last place at Sacramento to 
win it all and then from 13th to win at 
San Jose. At Sacramento he did not 
even have the tuner, Sal Acosta, with 
him in the pits! 

But the biggest upset of all to date 
may have come at Ascot on May 10. 
The not so young man by the name of 
Billy Labrie came out to Ascot a few 
weeks early and raced it only twice 
before National night. 

He looked good in his first attempt 
but did not come close to the win. The 
night before the National he did in 
fact win the Expert final, but against a 
limited field. 

I don't think there was a single 
person in the crowd on National night 
that picked Billy to win it all, mostly 
because few had ever seen him race 


and the word has long been out how ` 


tough it is to win Ascot and generally a 
rider who moves through the racing 
ranks at Ascot is hard to beat. Some- 
body forgot to tell Labrie. 

How does a rider that starts out as a 
road racer and then switches over to 
dirt go on to become a contender for 
the title? Don't ask me, because I don't 
know of any rider that has started that 
way and ever come close to winning 
anything on the dirt tracks. We have a 
raft of riders that started on dirt and 
then went road racing and became 
winners, but not the other way 
around. 

Ascot was actually a triple upset 
and an indication of things to come 
this year that make it perhaps the most 
wide open Winston Pro Series ever. 

Ricky Graham, second at Ascot, has 
never won a National. Scotty Parker 
has never won a half mile National. 
These were the three that took it to the 
finish line for the win over a starting 





field of 48 that had included no less 
than 12 riders that had won at least 
one previous half mile National! 

Now the trail points towards Louis- 
ville and Harrington, two tracks that 
Jay Springsteen has more or less 
dominated for several seasons. 

But what of Jay? He would not come 
out for the opening ceremonies at 
Ascot but came back to look like he 
was going to join Sammy Tanner as 
the only four time Ascot winner when 
he won his heat in normal Springer 
style. But it was a different story in the 
main event and Jay was far off the 
pace after the opening laps. 

Jay has won four of the previous six 
Louisville races but the odds do not 
favor him at this time. 

And what about Steve Eklund? 
Well, what about Steve. It is the 
biggest mystery in racing at this point. 
Bad luck and personnel changes — the 
mechanic that helped Eklund to the 
title last year has been let go, accord- 
ing to to the reports — add to the 
mystery. 

The season is just underway but 
neither Jay nor Steve appear to be 
serious contenders at this point in 
time. Not that they are slowing down 
but rather the fact that so many others 
are going so fast and are equal in 
talent, experience and engines. 

There ^ is "one TT on ‘the 
eastern/midwest swing, the one at 
Chicago and one that Steve and Jay 
have both done well at in the past. But 
one TT was run earlier this year. Jay 
finished fourth and Steve failed to 
qualify for the final. It was called 
Houston. 

You might say that Steve is running 
around searching for the right 
mechanic and Jay is running around 
searching for the right doctor. Both 
riders have their problems. 

Watching the rookies on the miles 
and half mile shows only two have 
popped up that may become serious 
contenders for Rookie of the Year: 


Texas’ Bub Shobert and North Carolina's . 


Gene Church. Both have been the best 
of the new gang in time trials in the 
west and Shobert actually made the 
final at Ascot. No other rookies made 
it to the point event in the two miles 
and single half mile. 

Give Church about two more horses 
and he will be in the finals. Many were 
comparing his riding style to that of 
Springsteen. Of all the rookies, 
Shobert is probably the best all around 
at this stage — half mile, mile, short 
track and TT. 

Right now it looks like both Ricky 
Graham and Alex Jorgensen have the 
ability and horsepower to maybe go all 
the way. Randy Goss is also right there 
and only a late lap miscue kept him 
from taking it to the line at Ascot.

Lackey’s lead 
slashed by Malherbe

Incorrect gearing and suspension 
problems in the first moto cou- 
pled with brilliant double moto 
wins by Honda’s Andre Malherbe 


slashed American Brad Lackey's lead 
in the 500cc World Championship 
points table to just three points after 
the French round in Gaillefontaine. 

A disappointing first race fifth place 
for the Kawasaki star was followed by 
a fighting second, Brad taking that 
placing from a sixth place start with 
the fast-gating Malherbe already too 
far ahead to be caught. 

World Champion Graham Noyce 
contested a GP for the first time this 
year and, despite being far from fully 
fit after his recent injury, scored third 
and fourth places behind local hero 
Jean Jacques Bruno, another rider who 
had missed the opening GP. 

While a fighting display from 
Lackey maintained his championship 
lead against the efforts of Malherbe, 
Sweden's 250cc World Champion 
Hakan Carlqvist and his Yamaha 
teammate Andre Vromans had a 
disappointing day. and both have 
dropped down the points table. 

Between them they took only 12 
points, eight for Carlqvist from a first 
race fourth and four for Vromans in 
the second. The Swede is now 20 
points adrift of the championship pace 
after going out on the'last lap of the 
second moto with a collapsed rear 
wheel. 

The hillside track was as tortuous as 
ever in the dry conditions and only 17 
riders completed the second moto, the 
last of these being Canadian champ 
Stan Currington, riding his first GP of 
the year on/a Suzuki provided by 
English dealer Colin Harrison. 
Currington had finished 21st of 23 in 
the first moto. 

The other American rider, Jim 
Pomeroy, finished just outside the 
points in the first race but opened his 
account for the season in the second 
moto with a single point on the works 
Beta. 

It wasn't a good day for many of the 
stars of the 70's who are finding it 
more and more difficult to keep pace 


' with the younger riders. Five-times 


World Champion Roger DeCoster 
managed a second race fifth after 
hurting his leg in a first race crash. 
Gerrit Wolsink, riding an 


experimental Maico with redesigned 











frame which lowered seat height by 
three inches, failed to score at all, 
being forced out of the first moto when 
his exhaust came adrift and pulling 
out of the second whilst unplaced. 

It was a bad day all round for the 
Dutchmen with Gerard Rond crashing 
out of the second race when the rear 
suspension assembly snapped. .

The name Geboers once again 
appeared at the head of GP 
points scorers in the French 
round of the 125cc World 
Championships when Eric, younger 
brother of ex-Suzuki teamster and 
Trans-AMA winner Sylvain, mounted 
the winner's rostrum in Verdun - in 
only his second GP ride. 

The 17-year-old had finished fourth 
and fifth a week before in the Belgian 
round and followed this up with fourth 
place in the first race at Verdun and a 
win in the second moto for the overall 
as Harry Everts struggled in the 
muddy going and Marc Velkeneers 
was forced out when the engine bolts 
of his Yamaha worked loose while 
heading for a double victory. 

Geboers was only able to contest this 
year's championship after a change in 
FIM capacity classes being restricted 
to riders 18 and over. Geboers has 
taken full advantage of this to move 
into third place in the championship. 

Italian Dario Nani gave Gilera their 
best World Championship result to 
date by placing second overall as team 
leader Gaston Rahier struggled to — 
just one point.

Flyin’ Brian 
takes off

Charging to the front early in both motos, Brian Myerscough kept his Chris 
Haines tuned 125cc Suzuki waterpumper tapped out and screaming as he left 
Glover, Barnett and Ward flailing in his wake. By race end he had opened up 
devastating 25-second leads over his nearest competitors and claimed the sweet 
victory of the AMA 125cc National MX at Saddleback. 

Grinning as wide as his Bell Magnum would allow, Brian headed for the 
Team Suzuki pits where mechanics and support crew members offered their 
congratulations. Myerscough looked fresh enough to go another 40 minutes and 
seemed willing to talk about the race and the coming season so we arranged to 
meet later that evening at the home of his mechanic. 

I arrived to find Brian soaking in the jacuzzi, the lights of Mission Viejo 
twinkling below and his Mother and Chris Haines’ wife keeping him company. 
Chris and Brian’s Dad soon appeared with armloads of Chinese take-out food 
and the clan headed for the dining room while I taped Brian at poolside. 

Later Chris joined in on the covnersation, then showed me some of the details 
of the new watercooled 125 and talked about his trip to Japan to work at the 
R&D facility. 

A little extra touch was added to the evening as Tony DiStefano and 
girlfriend dropped in bearing a carton of ice cream and full of cheer and funny 
stories. A fitting end to a perfect day. 











Congratulations on winning Saddle- 
back. ` 

Thanks, I felt really great today. 

You finished third at Hangtown... 
did you do something to the bike be- 
fore Saddleback? 

We changed the rear shocks, put 
Ohlins on and they seemed to work a 
little better than the shocks that came 
with the bike from Japan. We also 
changed the gearing which really 
helped a lot. The gearing was too high 
at Hangtown. I didn’t start too well 
there, and starts are always important. 
We had the gearing just right today 
for that track, I could really pull them 
in places. 

The front end looked different... 
We put on last year’s forks from the 
works bikes because they are a little 
lighter than the forks that came on the 
bikes this year. The forks this year are 
like 44mm, I think, and they are really 
big. They work pretty well, but they're 
just too heavy. That's about all the 
time we had to work on the bike. 

Chris: We only got the bike about 
three days before Hangtown, so we 
weren't really ready there, but we were 
for Saddleback! 

What about the waterpumper? 

I think the waterpumper is a little 
better at the end of the moto. It stays 
really strong the whole race where the 
other engine might have a tendency to 
slow down a little bit. It's kinda hard 
to tell because we haven't ridden the 
bikes together on the same day to tell, 
but the new bike is really good. 

Chris: The waterpumper is more work 
to maintain, more parts to take care of 
but it doesn't seem to be too bad. 

Were there other problems at Hang- 
town? 

I didn't come off the gate well because 
of the gearing, but when I was in mid- 
pack I just wasn't aggressive enough to 
work my way up quickly to the front, 
and the leaders got too far out in front 
for me to catch them. When I got 
alone, I was turning the same lap 
times as the leaders, but they were 
gone. 

Your team manager Mark Blackwell 
says you train very hard. 

We've been working on the condition- 
ing and stuff so I've definitely been 
getting in better shape every year. It's 
kinda a gradual thing: just keep 
working at it and learn new things. 
The last two weeks, though, I didn't 
train at all. Just rode. I trained real 
hard up to the first National then kinda 
backed off. Mainly because I was so 
tired! 

Chris: Brian trains so hard and works 
so hard that he gets mad about losing. 
He just wants to win. 

What do you do for training? 

I run and have a program on the 
weights that Dean Miller set up for us. 
He's worked with other guys in moto- 
cross, and he kinda sets guidelines 
that help me for motocross. It's not 
really doing one thing really berserk, 
but I know it's something that works. 
This guy really knows what he’s 
doing, and I’m a lot stronger than I 
was, but still I want to get stronger. I'd 
say it's working pretty well 'cause my 
condition stayed good during the Sad- 
dleback race, and I was still pretty 
rested at the finish. 

You're living down in Texas now by 
Kent Howerton. Do you guys train 
together or go riding? 

Kent and I have been riding together 
before the season started, and we've 
been training together, too, and it has 
really helped. Kent has really helped 
me a lot in my riding, we go trailriding 
and he's really fantastic riding in the 
woods. He can really jam! I've gotten 
a lot better just from going trail riding 
with him, learning how to maneuver 
the bike in different situations and 
things. 

Last year started pretty good for you, 








but you had some problems toward 
the end of the season. 

I got third in last year's Nationals, and 
I was kinda disappointed. I was really 
pumped to win the championship and 
I thought I could do it. I won the first 
National, then at the second, at Saddle- 
back, I got really nervous and got a 
stomach ache. I couldn't even ride and 
I had to drop back. 

Chris: That's part of the reason he 
wanted to win Saddleback today, 
'cause of last year at Saddleback. 
Yeah, I felt pretty good today! 

You almost finished second behind 
Glover last year... 

Well, I hung in there and stayed second 
almost the entire year. I felt pretty 
good and was riding pretty consistent, 
and I won a couple of motos. Then at 
the last race of the year in Florida we 
had some bike problems and Barnett 
passed me. It was really a pretty good 
year but it's tough to be in there all the 
time. 

You seem more poised this year, more 
confident. 

I'm a year older, nineteen, and I think 
this year is going to be a little better. 
Last year I got so nervous wanting to 
beat Glover and get number one, but I 
guess I wasn't quite ready. This year 
will be different; this year I think I'll 
do it. 

Will Glover be your main competi- 
tion? 

I think that Barnett and I will be right 
in there battling for number one but 
you can't count out Glover. He'll be 
right there with us all the time. Jeff 
Ward will be really tough, too, but I 
think it'll be Barnett and me out front. 
And hopefully I'll come out on top. 

Do you think you have an advantage 
on one type of track? 

I don't really think about the. tracks 
too much. I just try to ride each one 
the best I can no matter what the track 
conditions are. I don't really look 
foward to a track because I think I can 
do good there, I just try and ride every- 
thing. I'm not really hot on one kind of 
track or another because I need to go 
fast everywhere. 

After you win the 125cc National 
Championship, will you move to the 
250cc class? 

I like riding the 125cc bikes, but I'm 
starting to like the 250s. I think, 
though, after I win I want to ride the 
125cc another year before moving on. 
Ive thought about Europe, and I'd 
really like to race there but not now. 
I'm still young, and I don't have the 
experience. I want to race in the states 
for a really long time and establish my- 
self before going to Europe. 

Does this mean we can expect to see 
you continue racing for many years, 
like DeCoster or Mikkola? 

I think I can stay competitive for a 
long time if I just don't take it too seri- 
ously, and try to have a good time at 
it. A lot of times I'm just too serious, 
and it kind of burns me out on riding; 
I start to think about doing other stuff. 
I'm having a lot of fun right now and if 
I can just keep having fun, it will last a 
long time. 

Do you ever get tired of traveling? 

I kinda like traveling around but it 
does get boring sometimes. Sometimes 
flying on the planes when you don't 
have anyone to talk to is kinda hard, 
and a lot of times I have to fly by my- 
self. But usually it's a lot of fun to see 
different places and stuff. A good 
opportunity to check things out, and I 
like it. 

How do you like riding the stadium 
events? 

I'm riding all the Supercross races this 
year. I don't have much experience 
and I haven't done too hot. I've been 
riding really well, but the starts are 
really important and so is experience 
like knowing when and where to pass 














on stadium tracks. The best I've done ae 
is a second place but right now I'm 
10th in the standings. It’s coming & 
along alright but I know I can do a lot 


z à 
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everybody is in it. The 125cc Nationals 
have maybe a few good guys who are 
really hot but Supercross has everybody 
from every class riding. That makes it 
tough. And the tracks are so much 
more difficult with the tightness and 
the type of jumps. It depends on the 
track kinda, but you can get more 
tired in the Supercross. You can pace 
yourself and relax in a National. But 
in stadium racing you just have to go 
for it for 20 minutes, and it can be 
pretty intense. 
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You and Chris seem to have a pretty 
good working relationship. 

Chris is really good as a mechanic. He 
works extra hard, and he’s always 
thinking up new things to do to the 
bike that will improve it. He watches 
other.riders to look for good lines on 
the track to help me out. He has really 
helped me a lot and stuck by me and 
had confidence in me. He wants to 
work on my bikes and that makes it 
better for me. The bikes are really 
excelent, and I don't think we've 
broken down for a long time because 
Chris is so efficient. 

Do you have any trouble setting up 
the bike? 

Sometimes it's really hard to set up 
right. We go out testing, and I have a 
hard time telling which shock or tire 
works best. It's easy to tell when a 
shock is working when you are racing 
and you can see how it works against 
the other guys, but it's tough to tell 
when you are just testing and don't 
have anything to judge against. Chris 
always tells me what he thinks, and 
that helps, but I'm the one who had to 
decide because I'm the one who's 
going to ride it. 

You were very fast as a mini rider, 
and you're very fast now. How do 
you compare them? 

I won a lot of minicycle races and I 
could just concentrate a little and ride 
hard and I won a lot. Now though it's 
a lot tougher to win. I have to really 
work at it, run and train and ride at a 
lot higher level of concentration. Not 
to mention that the competition is a 
lot harder. 

When you race minis did you plan 
on becoming a top National star and 
riding for a factory like Suzuki? 

I rode most Yamaha and Honda 
minis, and when I first went to 125cc 
bikes I rode an early Yamaha 
monoshocker. Then the new Suzukis 
came out — they were really good that 
year — and ] bought one and was 
riding my own bike. I've been riding 
them ever since, and I've been pretty 
lucky to get here. 

The guys at R&D really helped me a 
lot. They helped me fix up my bike, 
Rudy and Dean from R&D engines, 
and they talked to the people at Suzuki. 
Mr. Dickensen talked to Suzuki and 
tried to convince them that I was a 
good rider, and finally they signed me. 
I'm really glad because Suzuki has 
been really good to me, and they've 
given me a lot of encouragement to do 
good. Aki and Hedi and those guys 
really support me when I do good even 
when I'm just practicing. And it feels 
good. 

Then riding the minis were good 
experience? 

The minis helped me for sure. They 
gave me the racing and experience I 
needed. Compared to if I hadn't raced 
minis I’m a lot better of what they 
taught me. A lot of people think you 
can't change from the minis to the

VALENCIA, CA, MAY 10-11 
American Motocross Enterprises 
launched the 1980 Honda Amer- 
ican Minicycle Championship 
Series, with two full days of racing 
at Indian Dunes. This was the first of 
nine regional championships to be 
held coast to coast through June and 
July, with all entries qualifying for the 
Grand Nationals at Lake Whitney, 
TX on August 1-3. 

American Honda went all out with 
factory VIPs on hand, along with a 
courtesy motorhome and. Honda 
display for public contact and 
assistance. Twenty-eight CR80 and 
CR125s were donated to be awarded 
through the series, along with contin- 
gencies from Hondaline, Kal-Gard, 
Super-Seer, Duralube, E.C. Birt, 
Bosch, Dunlop, Nippondenso and a 
Pro-Trac trailer. 


Spectacular four column trophies 
ranging to over four feet awaited the 
riders from California, Nevada and 
Arizona who converged on the 
reversed International track and 
sandwash to battle their way for the 
Western Regional titles. 

Yamaha's Erik Kehoe exchanged his 
minicycles for motorcycles and double 
victories. Kehoe will carry the title for 
the 125cc Expert/payback class, with 
Kal-Gard’s number one Honda rider, 
Bob Kline second and A.J. Whiting 
(Yam/AJRP) third. The trio ran nip a 
and tuck from the pack in the first few 
laps of moto one. Kline had trouble 


with his rear tire and settled into a 
solid third, while Whiting kept the 
heat on Kehoe to the wire. Pro-Trac’s 
Dave Coupe (Suz) passed Mark 
Bledsoe (Yam) and held him off until 
the last lap when he lost enough horse- 
power to put Bledsoe back in fourth. 
Jerry Shore (E.C. Birt Hon), back 
from a long lay-off, finished sixth. 

The second time, Kehoe holeshot 
with Kline in hot pursuit. Whiting fot 
locked in heavy traffic, as he watched 
them fade into the distance. Bledsoe 
held third while Whiting traded places 
with Coupe, David McGhee, and 
Shore. He was there to take third when 
Bledsoe spun out at the halfway point. 
A mere five seconds separated Kehoe 
and Kline at the finish, with Whiting 
28 seconds later, followed by Coupe, 
McGhee, Shore, Dave Lynch (Hon) 
and Bledsoe. 

Kehoe's second pair of wins came 
out of the 100cc Expert class, with Jack 
Greenberg and Brand Johnson placing 
their Suzukis second and third. 

R&D  Suzuki-mounted George 
Holland took it all in the 83cc Stock 
and Modified Experts and 105 Open 
classes. R&D teammate Troy Blake 
and Kawasaki's San Storer swapped 
second and third overalls in a field of 
top Mini Experts. They exploded off 
the line with Holland in charge of 
moto one of the Modified class. Storer 
held second as Blake and DG Honda- 
mounted Mark Meredith closed in. 
Flying the sand whoops, Storer and 
Blake were side by side. Blake kept the 
pressure on trying to get around, but 
Storer kept his wheel in front for a 
tight finish. 

Larry Brooks, newly appointed to 
the American Honda Minicycle race 
team, pursued Holland out of the gate 
of moto two. Blake took second in the 
sand as Storer haunted Brooks in 
fourth. They ran tight into the far 
turn where Brooks ran into trouble, 
putting Storer in third. Meredith and 
Rick Hemme glided by the checkered 
for fourth and fifth. 


U.S. Yamaha riders Eddie Hicks 
and Mouse McCoy swapped wins for 
the 61cc Stock and Modified Expert 
classes, with R&D's Scott Brown 
finishing third overall in both. McCoy 
took off with an immediate lead in the 
first Stock moto. Brown grabbed 
second when Hicks went down and 
Marty Rickard slipped into third. 
Hicks was back up and on the gas, and 
moved back to third by the finish. 

McCoy fired off to win the second 
round with Hicks second and Brown 
third. 

The 83cc Stock and Modified 12-16 
Intermediate classes were won by 
Todd Campbell of So. Cal. Kawasaki. 
Pro-Trac's Bobby Moore finished the 
first round of the Modified in second 
followed by R&D's Rudy Dickinson 
and Team Honda's Todd Hewatt. 
Campbell charged up the hill to lead 
the second round, only to lose it by 
taking a spill a lap later. Donnie 
Sigrist (R&D/Rocket Rex) took over 
with Alan Lippie behind. Hewatt and 
Dickinson overpowered Lippie as they 
closed on Sigrist.

Speedway 117's 1980 Coca-Cola

Beginning on June 11 
(a CMC Pro point night) the jumping 
will be for real, as Speedway 117 will 
be adding something else to the 1980 
Coca-Cola Stadium Cross series with a 
weekly “Competition Hill Jump-Off" 
contest sponsored by local radio station 
KPRI. The weekly contests will be 
during competition laps and will carry 
a $50 merchandise award each week 
and will be open to all Pro and Inter- 











mediate riders. Come the end of the 
season in Séptember, all the weekly win- 
ners will be eligible to go for it in two 
solo runs each with the winner that 
night collecting a $500 stereo! 

The 125cc Pros featured a two for 
two blast by CMC point leader Rick 
Johnson (Yam) over 1979 Speedway 
117 Champ Scott Meyer.

Malocco masters 
CRC Rosarito 
Beach GP

ROSARITO BEACH, BAJA CA, MAY 4 
California Racing Club’s ambi- 
tious Grand Prix program, de- 
signed to replace in part their 
martyred desert series, includes 
many excellent races. For excitement, 
good racing and get down good times, 
the Rosarito Beach GP is a stand-out. 
It maintains the tradition that only 
Baja can provide. 

The whole town, from Mayor 
Salvador Aquirre Sanchez right on 
down to the smallest ninos able to lift a 
flag, got behind the whole event. The 
turnout rivalled that for the next morn- 
ing's Cinco de Mayo parade. There 
were banners across Highway 1, a flag- 
kid every 10 feet in town and spectators 
hanging off the walls. The start (more, 
I suspect, for the entertainment of the 
townspeople than any other reason) was 
in the middle of town, on a frontage 
road immediately paralleling High- 
way 1. From here it was a 300-yard drag 
race to the first turn — right between 
a market and a liquor store. This is 
where all of us ghouls gathered. Even 
an ambulance was here, expecting 
many riders to become semi-permanent 
parts of the market's wall. 

The riders fooled everyone. At least 
six of them managed to find a rough 
spot in the pavement right off the start 
and endoed to the asphalt. Hard way 
to start a race, guys! The start was in 
rows of five, so at least there was no 
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traffic jam at the first corner. The 
course was much the same as lat year; 
out of town part the cemetary, east up 
the canyon, through farmyards and 
barnyards, past and sometimes 
through ponds and lakes and around a 
flat-topped mountain called La Mesa. 

The route back in included many 
miles of ridge and roller running. 
Very, very fast but with occasional 
surprises, as in wandering cows and 
ranch traffic. Thirty-three miles of 
this and you re-entered town through 
the low rent district and went right 
into the pit area and back out. 

Morgan Malocco came back to Baja 
after a year's absence and still found 
things to his liking. Complaining 
about being out of shape and 
admitting to a tendency to daydream 
when leading, he nevertheless had full 
control of this race from beginning to 
end. 

From a fourth row start, 
Malocco jumped quickly to the lead 
and held it in spite of a wasted tire and 
a near crash in the big rollers of the 
home stretch, At the end of the first 
lap, Malocco had about 30 seconds 
over Scott Atchison and Eric Graves, 
who were close together and pushing 
each other towards Malocco’s 
seemingly secure position, 

On the second lap, Graves got by 
Atchison and the two of them had 
moved to within striking distance of 
the leader. As they came through the 
home turn, they could have been 
covered with a ten-second blanket. 

Malocco suddenly realized that this 
was no time to relax and enjoy the 
springtime Baja scenery. His bike was 
jetted a bit too rich for this altitude, 
but it was geared so high that the clean 
running three-quarter throttle was 
enough to pull away. That was OK, 
however, because "Any faster and you 
just couldn't see.” 

He could see well enough to gas his 
Dick Allen/MXL Yamaha to a 
commanding lead at the checkered. In 
the process he completely removed all 
the knobs from a brand-new Trellborg 
---and I mean removed! That poor tire 
looked like it had been used to fell a 
redwood forest. You could have gotten 
more traction from Telly Savalas’ 
head. 

While Malocco was sealing his lead, 
Atchison and Graves were fighting it 
out for second. Thoroughly enjoying 
his first race on a 250cc, Atchsion was 
right in there with the Open class 
machines of Malocco and Graves. The 
speeds on the back portions of the 
course must have been blinding. 
There are miles of wide-open roads 
just suited for big bore bikes. 
However, Atchison was able to lead 
Graves into the home chack at the end 
of the first lap. In all fairness, it should 
be noted that Graves had to work his 
way up through traffic from a 14th 
row start as opposed to Atchison's fifth 
and Malocco's fourth. In the second 
lap, Graves put the greater power of 
his 400 Yamaha to good use, got past 
Atchison and was second into the pits 
at the end of lap two. Atchison had 
not yet found the limits of his 250cc 
and set out to get back in front. He did 
that just after leaving the pit area. 

Ten miles later, just before LaMesa, 
a collision with one of those bandito 
rocks that lurked everywhere, put 
Atchison down hard and ripped the 
throttle off the bike, By the time he 
found what pieces were left, Graves, 
Donnie Morrison and Mark Heth had 
all gotten by. Undaunted, he grabbed 
what he could and, working the 
throttle cable by hand, managed to 
come in fifth overall and first 250cc. 
Not too shabby, Scott.

As 
fast as this course is, I wonder if he 
even missed them? 

Thanks to Pedro Arias of the 
Rosarito Beach Hotel for his hospitally 
and hard work on this event. As I was 
going over my notes, I realized the 
difficulty of one person knowing 
what's happening in places out of 
reach or to racers that are still racing 
while I'm talking to the leaders. If you 
think you finished well or if finished 
rotten but have a horror story to tell, 
look me up after the race and lay it on 
me. Who knows? You may be 
contributing to great literature!

CMC Carlsbad 
MX: Rhyan rips 
again

They showed up in droves, 
enough Continental Moto-sport 
Club riders to warm the cockles 
of any spectator’s heart. 

The first riders on the track were the 
500cc Pros and with 19 of them on the 
line it looked to be a pretty good 
contest. Midway down the line was the 
man to beat, Steve Rhyan, looking 
calm and cool. When the gate went 
down Steve poured the power to his 
mount and got the holeshot to lead 
Val Tamietti. Horsepower Factory 
rider, and winner of the four-stroke 
race at Hangtown, was David Gerig. 
Husky rider and current CMC numero 
uno Alan Smith had the fourth slot 
with Dale Lewis (Mai) Mark Mohs 
(Yam) and Daniel Steele (Yam) filling 
the next slots. The first eight laps the 
riders stayed pretty much in this 
order, but on the ninth lap Gerig was 
forced out of the race with a blown 
gear box. Smith advanced to third and 
began his push on Tamietti. Val was 
successful in holding Alan off until the 
12th lap, then it was Rhyan, Smith, 
Tamietti, Marland Whaley, Randy 
Norman and Steele crossing under the 
checkers before the rest of the pack. 

The second moto was a replay of 
Rhyan getting the holeshot followed 
by Tamietti, Smith, Gerig (who was on 
a different mount), Mohs and Bill 
“Mr. Bill” Jewell. On the second sweep 
of the track the order of riders had 
changed with Gerig again out and 
Jewell moving up on Mohs. Lap four 
was when Steve Bartley (Hus) 
manuevered himself into fifth, and the 
same lap where Smith made his move 
on Tamietti. From laps five to 14 there 
were no changes in the forward 
position. Rhyan went home with the 
largest share of the money, Smith,

Tamietti, Steele and Dale Lewis 
shared the rest of the pot.

Webb wins as Hi 
Mountain Enduro 
endures

POZO, CA, MAY 11 
The 30th annual Hi Mountain 
Enduro was held as scheduled in 
the mountains just east of San 
Luis Obispo, CA. The event was 
in doubt until late the preceding Friday 
afternoon when the Sierra Club 
dropped its threatened attempt to get 
a federal court injunction. Their re- 
qa to revoke the permit had been 
enied by the local, district and re- 
gional offices of the U.S. Forest Service. 

The weather cooperated beautifully. 
Two days of intermittent rain ended 
Saturday morning, effectively elimin- 
ating most of the dust and providing 
near-perfect traction. The riders from 
southern California were all grins, 
most notably Team Kolbe’s Tom Webb 
who scored first overall by dropping 
only one second. 

Randy Liebig topped the 250 A 
class and the first 200 A rider was Fred 
Hayes. Winner in the Open B division 
was Steve Smitz; Doug Barth lost only 
two seconds as the first 250 B rider and 
200 B honors went to John Speight. 

The Cal Poly Penguins of California 
Polytechnic State University bring years 
of experience to the organization of 
this enduro. They have established good 
working relations with the local, com- 
munity, the Forest Service and the 
police. Whether similar accord can be 
reached with the Sierra Club remains 
to be seen. 

But despite the experience, the 
weather and the cooperative authorities, 
two miscues combined to mar the ride 
for many entrants. One notorious sec- 
tion in the La Panza mountains is 
known as “The Steps,” an uphill 
stretch of jagged rocks. To negotiate it 
quickly requires either considerable 
experience in observed trials or much 
luck. 





The problem this day was a bottle- 
neck at the bottom of The Steps, the 
result of using a 24-mph average on 
the section leading to it. A lower rate 
would have spread the arrivals out and 
reduced the clogging. Some riders were 
forced to wait for nearly an hour. 

The second problem was caused by 
a mistakenly closed gate. The course 
was routed around the gate, but the 
markers were not apparent. Since the 
gate had been open during the first 
loop, many riders were confused and 
lost time searching other trails for the 
course. 


Therefore, the Penguins decided to 
eliminate the three final checkpoints 
and use the last check before the gate 
to score the results. Naturally there 
was much grumbling and speculation 
about Sierra Club sabotage, but the 
Penguins have taken full responsibility 
for the glitches. : 

The two errors notwithstanding, 
nearly every rider who finished was en- 
thused about the run. Even some who 
had been lost were glad to get in some 
extra riding time. The difficulty factor 
was low and the weather superb; in ef- 
fect, central California trail riding at 
its best. s 


The politics surrounding this event 
may well have lasting significance in 
terms of the future for open trails in 
the national forest. The spotlight was 
on at Pozo. The Forest Service was tak- 
ing before and after photos and con- 
ducting scientific studies on the soil. 
The Sierra Club also had photograph- 
ers on hand. 

The data collection phase of the 
Forest Service management study is 
now underway and will be until 1982. 
The Forest Plan is scheduled for com- 
pletion in 1983. It will determine if 
and where trail riders may use the 
forest for many years hence. 

Riders concerned with this issue 
thus have roughly a year and a half to 
make their opinions known to the poli- 
ticians and administrators. That may 
seem like plenty of time. It is not. 

The current election year hoopla 





tends to obscure this sort of issue, with 
more pressing difficulties heading the 
list. So the real meat-and-potatoes 
work will be done in 1981. The time 
for planning and gathering forces is at 
hand. Stay tuned to Cycle News for 
bulletins, editorials and advice. 

And don't be discouraged. Mel 
Bandini is on the case, so we can't lose. 
But it will take a united effort. 

Optimism, you know. Hey, Bud 
Goosen won the Vintage class at Hi 
Mountain this year, only 11 minutes 
down. And he was riding a Dot.

Cervantes, Wood 
and McKenna 
storm Sacto night 
MX opener

SACRAMENTO, CA, MAY 2 

Sacramento Raceway opened the 
1980 season of Friday night 
motocross with an enthusiastic 
crowd of over 300 riders and 800 


spectators. It was the biggest Friday 
night race Sacramento Raceway has 
seen in recent years, and maybe the 
best as well. The program lasted until 
l a.m. but hardly anyone had com- 
plaints. The track was superb, being 
rated a perfect 10 by some riders. 
Odysseys were even included. Sacra- 
mento area people are extremely for- 
tunate to have this excellent program 
again running every Friday night. 

The first moto of the Open Pros was 
a race between Dave Wood (Yam) and 
Eric McKenna (Mai) who were one 
and two off the start. Wood was hot, 
but McKenna was hotter and got in 
front by mid-race and took off for the 
win. Dean Schultz (Suz) was third at the 
start but Allen Berluti (Mai) was deter- 
mined to get past and succeeded after 
several tries and finished a solid third. 

The second moto was an entirely 
different story except for Wood being 
first down the starting chute. Wood 
overshot the first turn and Berluti 
crashed, which gave the holeshot to 
Randy Pockrandt (Mai), while Wood 
and Berluti had to move up from last 
place. Pockrandt stretched out his 
lead as McKenna worked to get by 
Tony Bouscal (Mai) and Jim. Ingle- 
bright (Mai) McKenna, Wood and 
Berluti finally tangled for second. 
Wood took it, leaving third to McKenna 
as Berluti crashed again and dropped 
back to sixth. 

Rick Cervantes (Suz) holeshot the 
first moto of the 125cc Pros with Shawn 
Walkingstick (Yam) following. A crash 
and a huge traffic jam developed right 
behind them which took out literally 
every other rider, at least momentarily, 
which gave Cervantes and Walkingstick 





breathing space at the start. Ed 
Minton (Yam) was first around the 
scene of the wreck followed by Beau 
Magley (Yam) and Dana Waxham 
(Suz). Waxham got past Magley on the 
next lap and Minton’s bike seized, so 
Waxham was in the clear to catch the 
leaders and catch them he did. Wax- 
ham took first, Cervantes second and 
Walkingstick third. 

Cervantes again had the holeshot in 
the second moto with Gayland Norton 
(Suz) second around turn one and in 
front of the crash that delayed most of 
the others this time out also. Waxham 
was up into striking distance by the 
third lap but Norton fell and took 
Waxham down with him. David 
Wetherbee (Hon) moved up into posi- 
tion to pass Cervantes for the win. Chris 
Trapp (Suz) was third. 

Wood came around first in moto 
one of the 250cc Pros with Danny 
“Magoo” Chandler (Mai) and Berluti 
next. Wood pulled a small lead that 
became large when “Magoo” fell in a 
turn and Berluti had to lock up his 
brakes behind. Berluti was soon away 
again, but Chandler lost many positions 
and the bike he was riding no longer 
seemed to be working as it should. 
McKenna came around third for the 
checkered flag. 

Bill O'Donnell (Hon) had the lead 
off the start of moto two but overshot 
the berm on the turn and Berluti got 
around it first. The moto developed 
into a contest between Wood and 
“Magoo” who was riding a different 
bike this time that worked much better. 
Wood hung onto first but “Magoo” 
came across second, McKenna again 
third. 

Tom Sweeney (Yam) was first 
through the turns in moto one of Open 
Novice Division I and hung around up 
front to finish second behind Bert 
Wilson (Suz) who had to pass a lot of 
other guys to get there first. The 
second time out Wilson did not have.to 
struggle up from behind, but took the 
holeshot and used his obvious speed 
and control to develop an impressive 
lead before the moto was even half 
over. Mark Caldwell (Yam) was second 
overall with two third-place finishes. 
Sweeney wrapped up third overall. 

Division II was another story. Howard 
Gordon (Suz) came down the starting 
chute looking to holeshot but was nailed 
in the side by another rider and Harry 
Bradwell (Mai) came out the official 
leader, a position he held across the 
finish line as well. The crowd couldn't 
belp keeping an eye on Corey Parsons 
(Yam) who exhibited impressive speed 
but not enough control in the corners. 

Parsons was the moto two leader from 
the start to the middle of the final lap, 
pulling out long leads in the straights 
which he lost by repeatedly overshoot- 
ing the corners. On the final lap, he 
even lost first place. Tony Gatt (Hus) 
came in for first and claimed the over- 
all win as well. 

In moto one of the 250cc Novice 
Division I, Scott Castaneda (Yam) was 
in front coming down the chute but 
overshot the turn and Ron Rudi (Suz), 
Scott Staouffer (Suz) and Vern Booth 
(Hon) got around first instead. Casta- 
neda soon passed them back, however, 
and appeared the certain winner — 
only nothing is certain in motocross. 
Castaneda fell in the final turn and 
destroyed his throttle. Unaware that it 
was the final lap, Castaneda did not 
salvage his ride by pushing across the 
finish but DNF instead. 

In the second moto, it again was 
Castaneda out in front, this time for 
the whole beautiful ride. Booth was 
behind and took home the first overall 
brass for his efforts.

Hooper returns to 
Medford Motocross

MEDFORD, OR, APR. 26-27 

Larry Hooper returned to his 
home track to win the 250cc Pro 
class at the Southern Oregon 
Championship Motocross held at 
the Medford Motocross Park. Larry 
moved to southern California to race 
the Golden State Series as well as local 
southern California races to try to 
make a name for himself, so it was a 
real treat to have him back for the 
championship. 

This year's championship was a two- 
day event. Saturday the Juniors, Inter- 
mediates and Experts rode two motos. 
Many of the 250cc Pros rode the 250cc 
Expert class as a warm-up for Sunday's 
Pro motos. One of those Pros was 
Hooper. Since this was Hooper's first 
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and only appearance at the Medford 
track during the 1979-80 season, every- 
one was very anxious to see just how 
well he would do against the other 
Pros who had ridden the track all year. 
Larry came in next to last! 

Sunday the water truck was on the 
track at first light getting ready for the 
day's events which would include the 
third moto for the Junior, Intermediate 
and Expert riders and the 30-minute 
Pro motos. As the Pros lined up for 
their moto, Hooper's poor finish in 
Saturday's race was on everyone's 
mind. Could Larry keep up with the 
riders who had the track wired? Guys 
like Mark Mattheison, Ray Price, Mike 
Zillgitt, Randy Pekarek, Ron Haskett 
and the 250cc season high point Pro at 
the Medford track, Randy Amos. Run- 
ning with the 250cc Pros was the only 
125cc Pro, Rick Smith and the only 
Open Pro, Rod Norstrom. 


As they left the line and started 
around the track, everyone's curiosity 
was put to rest. Hooper jumped out in 
front and was soon out of sight of the 
other riders. Larry never lost the lead. 
In second was Nordstrom followed by 
Amos, Haskett, Pekarek, Zillgitt and 
finally the two favorite local riders, 
Mattheison and Price. 

By the third lap, Mattheison and 
Price had moved into fourth and fifth 
place. On the next lap, both riders got 
by Amos and Nordstrom for second 
and third. Zillgitt was also moving up 
and by the halfway flag, the order was 
Hooper, Price, Mattheison, Zillgitt, 
Amos, Smith, Pekarek and Haskett. 
The order never changed to the 
checkered flag. 

During the intermission, seven riders 
tried their hand at the $50 winner- 
take-all wheelie contest. Each rider 
had three tries over the very rough 
wheelie course. Dave Shoemaker had 
the longest wheelie, about a quarter 
mile. Then Mark Mattheison took his 
third try and passed Shoemaker's mark 
by a mere two feet! Shoemaker had 
one more run and just after he lifted 
his front wheel he looped out, landing 
on a big rock. Talk about the agony of 
defeat! Mattheison took home the $50 
and Shoemaker took home a sore back 
and a bent Yamaha. 

As the Pros lined up for their second 
moto, everyone knew who would get 
first place. Sure enough, Hooper once 
again pulled away from the pack, 
never to be pressured. This time Mat- 
theison and Price were second and 
third with Pekarek in fourth. Smith, 
Zillgitt, Haskett and Amos made up 
the rest of the positions. Haskett started 
moving up on the second lap and by 
halfway, he was in fourth. 

Meanwhile in second and riding a 
flawless race was Price. In third was 
Mattheison with Zillgitt fifth. Both 
Amos and Pekarek had bike problems. 
At the checkered flag, Hooper was all 
by himself. Price remained in second 
and Haskett had gotten around Mat- 
theison for third. Mark later commented 
that he had gotten very tired, partly 
because of the heat.

Charlie Morgan’s 33 points got him 
the Old Timers A win while C. Beetie 
and D. Munson took the B and C vic- 
tories, respectively. 

The weatherman co-operated by pro- 
viding some rain early in the week then 
stopping it in time to make trail and 
traction conditions ideal. CERA lay- 
out crews then did their part by put- 
ting on a technically correct enduro 
and some of the greatest trails ever 
put together. One complaint was voiced 
by southern Californian Jerry Counts, 
though, who asked why there were no 
sneaky checks. 

Much of the trail was cut out of 
manzanita which simply does not let 
go once it gets hold of you. Tom Webb 
reportedly went down more than once 
when he got too close to those far- 
reaching bushes. 

One section of the course took riders 
in front of a good spectator area and 
provided the hot dogs with a ud to 
get loose, too loose on more than one 
occasion. 

Three sections had averages that 
were not attainable and were long 
enough to spread the scores somewhat. 
Enough free time and mileage resets 
were included to assure that approxi- 
mately 370 of 500 starters finished the 
race within their hour. e.

Stackable bags 
four Whitney wins

LAKE WHITNEY, TX, APR. 27 
The biggest problem taxing the 
Texan MXer’s mind these days 
is deciding which track to ride. 
With two tracks in the same area 
with a race on the same day, the turn- 
out here was less than usual. The Whit- 
ney MXers were treated to an especially 
well-prepared track which had retained 
moisture from the previous week’s rain 
and cool temperatures. The track sur- 
face had been groomed to perfection 
along with the addition of a supercross- 
style jump to slow down a previously 
too fast straightaway. For those who 
like to fly, the double jump in the in- 
field area had been built up to accom- 
modate the highflyers. 

Steve Stackable brought PDQ 250 
and 465cc Yamaha monoshockers to 
wage a racing war on the 250 and 
Open Experts. After sorting out some 
electrical problems on the 250, the 
“Stack” struck gold in all four motos of 
both classes to post a pair of overalls. 

Holeshot honors for the first 125cc 
Expert moto went to Robert Grunsfeld 
(Suz), but the battle for the lead be- 
came a showdown between Mike 
Brownlee (Kaw) and Michael Martin 
(Yam). The Brownlee/Martin twosome 
moved ahead of everyone ‘til about 
mid-moto when Martin didn’t come 
around anymore. Brownlee just had to 
ride it out to the checkers for the win. 
Ronald Dawson (Suz) had steadily 
worked up from an early position far 
in back to finish second ahead of 
Grunsfeld. 
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After leading the first part of the 
second moto, Tony Nielsen (Yam) be- 
came a shadow to the hard-charging 
pair of Brownlee and Dawson who 
doubled up on their first moto 
finishes. The overall then went to 
Brownlee, Dawson and Todd Snider 
(Hon) at 4-5. 

Stackable, Craig Riddle (Hus) and 
the rest of the 250cc Experts ate sand 
as Tom Curry (Hon) beat them to the 
first turn. In the next instant after the 
turn, Stackable was in front, Riddle in 
the middle and Curry in third as Doug 
Paley (Hon) sat out in the sandy first 
turn. As they came around after one 
complete lap, Stackable led while 
Riddle shadowed Curry and David 
Jones (Suz) pushed hard in fourth. 
Stack's electrical problems seemed to 
come back as he couldn't pull away 
from traffic. Only at full throttle did 
he have the power he wanted. Riddle 
rode on Stackable's back fender until 
lap three when he passed the "Stack" 
and put a one second cushion on his 
lead. Riddle was doing some dazzling 
riding, considering this was only his 
third Expert race. 

Meanwhile, Jones had moved into 
third ahead of Curry when Stackable 
once again grabbed the lead at mid- 
moto. Jones whittled away a several 
second lead and was about to move in 
on Riddle when he washed out in a 
turn as he tried to get back into the 
fast inside groove. He kept third but 
lost some precious time. A lot of 
pressure came off Stackable and Jones 
as the new supercross jump claimed a 
victim. The win went to Stackable, but 
Jones was closing fast as they took the 
checkered flag. Curry copped third 
and Tim Smith (Yam) and David 
Mootz (Hon) followed him home. 


Tim Smith and Doug Paley got the 
holeshot off the second start as Stack- 
able hopped off the gate sideways and 
spent the distance of the straightaway 
swapping sides and getting the PDQ 
Yamaha pointed in the right direction. 
Once pointed down the track, Stackable 
took charge quickly and led every lap 
to the finish. Once again, Jones was his 
closest competition, but several seconds 
separated Jones from the winner at the 
finish. The rest of the top five in moto 
two belonged to Curry, Smith and 
Paley. The overalls were relatively easy 
to compute as Stackable won (1-1), 
followed by Jones (2-2), Curry (3-3), 
Smith (4-4) and Paley (7-5). 

With the 500cc Nationals less than a 
month away, Stackable wanted to 
warm up for the season by riding well 
in the Open Expert class. With Riddle 
and Stackable both riding the Open 
class on 465s as well as the 250s, every- 
one looked for a possible repeat of the 
first moto 250cc Expert battle.

As expected, Stackable took an early 
lead in the first Open moto with Rid- 
dle riding second. The great war never 
materialized, however, as Stackable 
outdistanced everyone, Riddle rode a 
steady race holding off Maico-mounted 
Adam Cox and Kennie McGraw 
(Yam) to the finish. 

The second moto proved to be a 
perfect replica of moto one. The finish- 
ing order was the same and the over- 
alls were awarded in the same order. 
Stackable took four moto wins today, 
but we better watch for Riddle in the 
future.

Now that the deadline for com- 
ments to the Bureau of Land 
Management on the Desert Plan 


Draft Environmental Impact 
Statement has come and gone, ORV 
strategists are already planning to 
respond to the next phase of this 
seemingly never-ending "bureaucrap." 
According to BLM, the next phase of 
this Desert Designation process will 
entail a “Proposed Desert Plan.” This 
Proposed Plan will be released to the 
public on Sept. 30, 1980. 


This Proposed Plan supposedly will 
satisfy the requirement that the 
Bureau specify one alternative as their 
“preferred plan,” something that they 
did not do on the Draft statement. 
Anyhow, the “all new” Proposed Plan 
will be subject to public comment for 
30 days, after which the powers-that- 
be will select and submit to Secretary 
of Interior Cecil Andrus the final plan. 


The purpose of all this rushing 
around after having been working on a 
Desert Planning Process for the last 10 
years is simple. The Bureaucrats 
(mostly professional environmental 
fanatics) within BLM have long 
decided what the final Desert Plan 
should look like. Now that they are 
nearing the achievement of their goal, 
they don't want to take any chances 
that come 1981 there might be a new 
Secretary of the Interior, and worse yet 
as they see it, maybe a new president. 


Ronald Reagan has been very vocal 
about his oppostion to many of the 
Federal wilderness schemes and it is no 
secret that his strategists have 
consulted with none other then motor- 
cyclist Assemblyman Bob Hayes on 
many of his public lands issue stands. 
A rumor which has been heard on 
several occasions is that Reagan has 
approached Hayes concerning a high 
level appointment, perhaps Secretary 
of Interior, should he win. Undoubt- 
ably this kind of rumor and the possi- 
bility of a Reagan presidency has the 
BLM bureaucrats "shaking in their 
boots." One of their objectives then, is 
to do as much damage as they can 
before January. This explains their 
reasons for not granting any extensions 
to the public comment period on the 
previous phase, and the impossibly 
short 30 day comment period for the 
next phase. 


Ultimately, the. Congress will still 
have some say as to how much of the 
BLM's nonsense wil ever get 
implemented even if Carter and 
Andrus are still in the driver's seat 
after the November elections. For this 
reason, it is still important to return 
the "bomb the BLM" coupon letter 
which appeared in Cycle News two 
issues ago. One of the letters was 
supposed to go to the BLM; the other 
letter was addressed to the NOC 
attorney in Washington. There is no 
deadline in getting letters to the 
attorney. He is going to distribute the 
letters to the Congressmen who may 
ultimately have to correct the 
“mistakes” of the BLM. 

Speaking of letter writing campaigns, 
this column contacted our friend, 


Assemblyman Bob Hayes when he was 
in southern California last weekend, 
and received an update on the pro- 
gress of his campaign to stop AB 2914. 
According to Hayes the response to 
date from his request for letters which 
appeared in issue 14, has been encour- 
aging. A fairly sizeable number of 
responses were recieved and many of 
these responses contained donations to 
help defray the costs, and to get 
CORPAC off and running. Several 
riders who couldn't send cash right 
now sent pledges to send contributions 
later. Right now Hayes is trying to 
send acknowledgements to those who 
responded to his appeal. He is 
confident that we will be able to stop 
Mike Gage and his "Off-Highway 
Robbery" bill dead in its tracks. Mail 
is still trickling in, so if you haven't 
sent your letter yet, there is still time... 


` presumably donations are as welcome 


as ever. 

Because of still limited resources, 
and a desire to get "the biggest band 
for the buck," CORPAC will not be 
too active in the June primary elections. 
The real contests take place in 
November, and that's where the effort 
is going to be spent. Almost as soon as 
the primary results are in, CORPAC 
will be interviewing candidates and 
selecting "target" districts, Hayes said. 
Once selected, CORPAC will use the 
media, particularly Cycle News, and 
as much direct mail as they can afford, 
to spread the word on the ORV sup- 
ported candidates, 


This year, CORPAC plans to throw 
a couple of statewide versions of the 
precinct days which played a large 
part in getting Hayes elected in 1978. 
Many riders will remember that Russ 
Sanford of M.O.R.E. helped organize 
two weekends in the fall of 1978, 
where motorcyclists were asked to 
spend half of one Saturday helping 
pass out Hayes' campaign literature 
throughout his district. 

In 1980, through CORPAC, we 
should be able to involve every motor- 
cyclist organization in the state to 
participate in similiar events on behalf 
of the local CORPAC endorsed candi- 
date. CORPAC has selected the week- 
end of October 4, and November 1, 
1980 for these statewide "precinct 
days". As of now, the only details 
which have been firmed up are the 
dates. Information will be diseminated 
as it becomes available. Right now, 
Hayes is appealing to each organized 
club to plan an event for one or both 
of these weekends. Get them on your 
calendar now. There will be endorsed 
candidates in virtually every area of the 
state. CORPAC will be preparing 
plans to enable every individual or 
club to participate. Imagine the effect 
if we put literally thousands of workers 
into local Assembly and Senate 
campaigns just prior to the elections. 
The work is not hard, it may involve 
distributing literature, placing lawn 
signs, or stuffing envelopes, etc. The 
main thing is that the candidate 
remembers that you helped him get 
elected. These are things that elected 
officials rarely forget. As plans become 
finalized, and the target districts are 
identified, we will know more about 
the details. As soon as we know — 
you'll know. In the meantime, talk it 
up in your organization, mark off one 
or both of those weekends for your 
participation in the precinct days. 
CORPAC welcomes any donations of 
assistance in organizing, financing, or 
otherwise coordinating this statewide 
endeavor. Donations for such things as 
finisher pins for participants, etc. will 
be appreciated.

MX — Growing or Dying? 
Another view 


Although I tried, I could not let Jim 
Gianatsis’ guest editorial on “MX — 
Growing or Dying?” go by without 
comment. My motivation is his 
statement, “I can tell with uncanny 
accuracy who the winner of a 
National, Trans-USA, or Supercross 
race will be before the starting gate 
even drops,” and the somewhat pre- 
tentious statement, “I guess I know 
more about American Motocross than 
anyone else.” Knowing that some of 
Jim's knowledge was gleaned from our 
magazine and the fact that he wasn't 
actively involved in the sport during its 
formative years, he should not have 
made such statements. 

I am curious as to who will win this 
year’s 500cc National Series; so, if Jim 
would care to predict the outcome, we 
will start pulling photos from our files 
and be ready. If that is asking too 
much, I'll settle for the winner of the 
first event at Mt. Morris, PA. 

Jim's views echo what we, at Moto- 
cross Action magazine have complained 
of in numerous editorials long before it 
was fashionable, that the AMA has 
done to outdoor motocross and our 
grass roots involvement; however, his 
statement that bad tracks fold because 
spectators are more selective, is some- 
what misleading. The truth of the 
matter is, many good tracks and good 
promoters have dropped out because 
of the way they were handled by the 
AMA and the hassle involved in 
dealing with them. For what it's 
worth, the FIM is just as bad, or in 
some cases, even worse. 

Jim's statement that only he and the 
editors of Cycle News attended the 
outdoor Nationals and the Trans-USA 
series, is also misleading. Neither the 
Cycle News nor the MXA editors can 
attend all race events because of the 
expense involved; but, instead, use 
free lancers. I can recall seeing Dave 
Hawkins, of Cycle magazine, at some 
of the races, but not always Jim 
Gianatsis as he implies. In fact, had he 
attended more of this year's Super- 
cross events, and more recently New 
Orleans, he would have witnessed first- 
hand some of the serious problems 
that Supercross is encountering and, 
perhaps tempered some of his 
statements regarding the spectacular 














successes in terms of promotion and 
attendance. 

Last week at the New Orleans Super- 
cross, Team Suzuki’s manager, Mark 
Blackwell, made a strong statement 
concerning the future of motocross. 
Mark attends every event and is 
considered one of the sport's most 
knowledgeable, conscientious, and 
dedicated people. His feelings, like 
Jim's and many of ours is genuine. He 
knows there are serious problems that 
must be addressed and put into proper 
perspective if motocross, as we know 
it, is to continue. Right now what we 
need are more Mark Blackwells to help 
with the solutions.

The rain which had been misting since early 
morning practice steadily worsened through the 
qualifying races and on into the afternoon's 
feature motos. The asphalt starting pad of 


Motocross 338 usually offers un- 
excelled knob-ripping traction, 
but the wet pavement was slick 
as ice, prompting the riders and 
their mechanics to shovel ramps of 
sandy wet soil across the grid to im- 
prove traction for the all-important 
start. Each man wanted his machine 
to be leading into the first corner before 
the tortuously rough, high-speed, 
bermed course literally bashed and 
crashed everyone together in what had 
to be the fiercest National all year. 
Many top riders were left battered, 
broken and the worst of enemies by 
day’s end. 

"I was really scared and didn't want 
to be out there," claimed star Team 
Kawasaki rider Warren Reid who 
turned in a fantastic second place per- 
formance in the first 250cc moto of the 
day, only to be knocked down and run 
over twice in the second moto before 
heading back to the pits where it was 
safe. 

Team Yamaha's Broc Glover and 
Team Suzuki's Kent Howerton scored 
the decisive victories of the day. Glover 
took his waterpumping OW 42 
wrenched by Jim Felt to the trophy 
presentation in the 125cc class. The 
250cc race went to Howerton and his 
Greg Arnett-prepped RH 250-80 works 
bike with conventional dual shock rear 
suspension, unlike the new prototype 
monos being raced in Europe, but 





equipped with a new magnesium guil- 
lotine slide Mikuni carburetor for 
improved throttle response. 


The moral victory of the day were 
two local favorites who stole the enthu- 
siastic screams of the crowds, moto 
wins, and nearly all the glory. Team 
Honda rider Rich Coon from Ghent, 
NY, dominated the first moto of the 
125cc class for a win, then came back 
from a near last place crash in the 
second moto to work his way back up 
to second place when another spill 
broke his collarbone. Oblivious to the 
pain, Coon remounted his bike and 
continued to ride the remaining six 
laps at near full speed to hold onto 
fourth position, second overall behind 
Glover before collapsing at the finish 
line and having to be taken directly to 
the hospital by ambulance. 


The other hero was Team Moto-X 
Fox rider JoJo Keller of Plymouth, 
MA, who placed third on his CR 
Honda the opening moto of the 250cc 
class after being knocked around by 
the factory stars. His anger swelled for 
the final race and he took the moto in a 
runaway ahead of Howerton all the 
way to the finish line. Only a flat tire 
prevented Yamaha's Marty Tripes 
from passing Howerton in that second 
moto and making Keller the first non- 
factory rider in American motocross to 
win a 250cc National. 





History of the technological kind was 
made at Southwick as both Yamaha 
teamsters Tripes and Bell rode new 
OW 40-E works bikes with Power 
Valves. Previously used only in proto- 
type Yamaha roadracing bikes, this 
latest Power Valve design uses 
mechanical drive off the engine's crank- 
shaft end to operate a valve at the 
cylinder's exhaust port for varying ex- 
haust port height according to engine 
rpm for an improved powerband. At 
Southwick, though, the Power Valve 
Yamahas did not seem to have any 
clear-cut advantage over other bikes.

Rich Coon careened his watercooled 
RC125 Honda from one huge sand- 
walled berm to the next, roosting away 
with the lead that he had pulled right 
off the starting line of the first moto. It 
look like no one could stop him, not 
even reigning class champion Broc 
Glover who quickly moved into second 
place after the start, nor current series 
points leader Mark Barnett who quickly 
threaded his watercooled RA Suzuki 
into third. Teammates Myerscough 
and Burnworth, along with PDQ's Pat 
Moroney, closed up on Barney, and the 
four played cuthroat for the next 15 
minutes. Barnett fell once, worked 
back up to third and then fell again. 

Up front, Rich Coon maintained a 
commanding 10-second lead on 
Glover for nearly the entire moto... 
right up to the last two laps where 
"Broccoli" narrowed it down to just 40 
feet at the finish line. Barnett took 
fourth behind Myerscough as Phillip 
Larson moved in to collect top privateer 
spot with fifth. 


The second moto holeshot was 
stolen by Coon again, but this time his 





lead only lasted 100 yards to the first 
turn where he fell and was hit from be- 
hind by Barnett, leaving the both of 
them to pick up the pieces at the back 
of the pack as Ron Sun jumped his 
factory Honda into a temporary lead 
over Glover, Burnworth, Larson, Blose, 
Myerscough and Ward. Yamaha's Don- 
nie Cantaloupi, who suffered bike 
problems the first moto, went out with 
a twisted ankle after a fall on the 
second lap. Sun soon faded into the 
pack, giving Glover the lead. 

Glover's lead up front was not secure 
as Myerscough quickly reeled Broc in 
and the two began trading close calls. 
Brian finally handlebarred his way 
around Broc after 10 minutes of push- 
ing and prodding, while from behind, 
Coon was already knocking on both 
their doors just 15 minutes after the 
first turn crash which left him near last. 

Myerscough stayed out in front of 
Glover until the race began to unwind 
in the final few laps. Then Broc kicked 
in his afterburners to repass Brian and 
retake the lead, holding him off to the 
finish. Coon thought he could catch 
the two front runners, and needed to if 
he wanted that first moto win to turn 
into an overall win, but got out of 
shape and bailed off hard with only 10 
minutes in the race left to go. As 
Barnett wheeled by to collect third 
position, Coon struggled up from the 
ground with a broken collarbone, re- 
started his bike quick enough not to 
lose another position and held fourth 
place to the bitter end. After crossing 
the finish line, Coon dropped off his 
bike and onto the ground to the be- 
wilderment of all the factory team per- 
sonnel around him who had no idea he 
was injured and in severe pain. If 
that's not determination and guts... 

Glover won the race and tightened

up the points spread for the 125cc 
championship between himself, Bar- 
nett and Myerscough, but it was Rich 
Coon who won the admiration of 
everyone,

The “Rhinestone Cowboy” ran away 
with the opening rounds of the 250cc 
Nationals and had to be the odds-on 
favorite for a win at Southwick as well. 
I asked Howerton if he supported my 
prognosis. 

“I don't see any problem in holding 
on to my lead...as long as we don't 
have any problems. I know Greg will 
do his part in keeping the bike running 
right. I’ve set myself to winning every 
moto. Bell will be my most consistent 
challenger, but he doesn’t have the 
speed for outdoor races like he does in 
the stadiums. Tripes is too on and off 
the pace to be a serious challenger every 
race. No one else is consistently fast 
enough to keep up with me. My Suzuki 
is really good and has been dialed-in 
right since the start of the season. I'm 
in better shape now than I ever have 
been in my entire life, and I want to 
win now, more than ever before.” 


And Howerton did look like a sure 
winner that first 250cc moto, parti- 
cularly after the first few laps sorted 
the field out. Honda's "Holeshot" 
Donnie Hansen had jumped into the 
lead ahead of Reid, Wise, Wosick, 
Tony Wanket, Kirschbaum, Keller, 
Bell, Grossi and Howerton. Both Su- 
zuki's Darrell Shultz and Husky's Mike 
Guerra, another New England favorite, 
were taken down in a first turn crash. 

Hansen ran hot with the lead for a 
few laps, but then an ankle which he 
injured in practice began to pain him 
so much because of the bumpy track's 
pounding he was forced to slow during 











the moto and not ride the second moto 
at all. As Hansen had slowed down, 
teammate Steve Wise challenged with 
his watercooled RC against Warren 
Reid's Kawasaki. The two began 
throwing a lot of sand over the first 
place position, oblivious to the even 
heavier battle which began to emerge 
and close on them from behind con- 
sisting of Moto-X Fox's JoJo Keller, 
Mike Bell, Howerton and Kawasaki's 
Larry Wosick. The four careened off 
each other for most of 10 laps. Hower- 
ton had no problem dispatching Bell, 
but it took a couple of laps and a few 
good tries to bust his way past Keller 
on the kid's home track. 


Once past Keller, though, Howerton 
found they had moved up to within 
striking distance of Wise and Reid as 
well. First Howerton passed Wise, then 
Keller. Reid was then the next objec- 
tive, but then Warren helped make 
taking the lead an easy proposition as 
he fell, remounting again quickly, but 
not until after Kent had slipped by. 
Warren picked up his pace and held 
Keller off to the finish line. Bell claimed 
fourth spot ahead of Wise, Wosick and 
Tripes. 

In the pits between motos, it was 
obvious that “GoGo” JoJo Keller was 
angry. It was the first time he had 
really run up at the front of the pack 
with factory stars and he wasn't quite 
used to jamming, brake checks and 
less than polite tactics the factory stars 
were using all in their regular course 
of conducting business and earning a 
living. The first moto they had caught 
him off guard, but in the second moto 
he was ready. 

“I could have won that moto. Or I 


should have. Those guys really ride 
dirty and kept trying to knock me

down or make me stall my bike. Next 
moto I'm going out there and win it!” 


And that's what JoJo did. Reid pulled 
the start over Keller's Moto-X Fox team- 
mate Lenny Giger, but both Reid and 
Giger fell on the first lap to turn the 
lead over to Keller. Howerton was in 
second spot ahead of Wosick, Bell, 
Jennings, Guerra and Tripes, trying to 
close on Keller, but JoJo was pulling 
away from Kent at an even faster rate. 
At 15 minutes into the 45-minute 
moto, Keller had a 15-second lead 
which grew even larger as Howerton 
bailed off, turning second over to 
Guerra momentaril to drive the 
crowd wild with two New England 
riders out front, then Tripes, Bell and 
now Shultz stacked in behind Hower- 
ton. 


For five minutes, Howerton rubbed 
Guerra's rear knobby then passed the 
Husky factory rider to reclaim second 
spot which was good enough to assure 
Howerton of the day's overall win. But 
Howerton couldn't throttle back one- 
tenth. Both Tripes and Bell shoved 
their way past Guerra as well and 
closed on the Cowboy for a little lasso- 
ing practice. Howerton saw them com- 
ing and picked his pace back up to its 
maximum. Bell couldn't keep the 
higher pace after a few laps and backed 
off, but Tripes once again proved he 
could go fast when he felt like it. For 
two laps Tripes paced just behind 
Howerton, checking on lines and look- 
ing for openings to pass. Then just as 
Tripes began making his bid to pass 
Howerton — a pass which would also 
give Keller the day's overall win — 
Tripes was slowed with three laps to go 
by a flat rear tire. Their heated pace, 
though, had whittled Keller's lead 
down to just four seconds over Hower- 





wick's Motocross 338 toughie 


ton who made a desperate last bid to 
try and catch Keller those closing laps. 
But cheered on by thousands of scream- 
ing New England fans, Keller main- 
tained his slim lead over Howerton to 
win the moto as he had vowed before- 
hand. It remains that a privateer has 
never won a 250cc National, but 
Keller brought that goal a little closer 
to reality by taking second overall and 
posting a moto win on a modified pro- 
duction bike against the factory stars 
on their exotic works bikes. `

George Burns wishes that he was 18 again — ac- 
companied by a country and western beat. When 
the wily old cigar smoker really was 18, back in 
8 1914, the Scottish Six Days Trials was already 


five years along. Over the past 71 
years the six day test has been a 
bastion of British trials superior- 
ity. Until this year. A foreigner, 
Yrjo Vesterinen, finally won the world’s 
most publicized observed trial. 

If it had been the Scottish Three 
Days that first foreign win would have 








belonged to Bernie Schreiber. He post- 
ed the low score on the opening day. 
After Tuesday’s action he led by 11 
points — 14 to 25. Rob Shepherd, still 
riding the last of the Honda big bore 
prototypes, took over on day four, 
then yielded the lead to Vesterinen, the 
three-time champion that Schreiber 
unseated in the world title tussle last 
year. 

Vestys major challenge the final 
two days came from last year's winner, 
Malcolm Rathmell. Rastus, who ended 
Martin Lampkin's bid for a record 
fourth straight win in 1979, started the 
final day three down. He finished six 
back. 

The Finn winner, third last year, 
won in his sixth attempt. That's quite 
remarkable, by recent Scottish stan- 
dards. It took Lampkin 10 years to 
garner his first. The two riders tied for 
most career victories — Sammy Miller 
and Mick Andrews with five apiece, 
also took the best part of a decade to 
put together their first winning effort. 

The "Sporting Holiday in the High- 
lands" attracted all major world cham- 
pionship contenders except the 
current points leader, Ulf Karlsson of 
Sweden, and Spanish rider Manuel 
Soler. The opening day lineup included 
all five world champions currently active 
— Andrews, Lampkin, Rathmell, 
Vesterinen and Schreiber. 

Entries came in from 17 foreign 
countries including every nation in 
Western Europe except Luxembourg, 
Norway and Portugal. Asia was repre- 
sented by Japan, Hong Kong and 
Australia. 

Schreiber’s eventual sixth paced the 
American entourage. Lane Leavitt, re- 
turning to the highlands after a five 
year absence, finished 28th. Jack Stites, 
third in national competition last year, 
came back to earn another Special 
First Class (top 20%) Award. He 
finished 32nd. Scott Jordan of Mississipi 
took home a First Class Award by fin- 
ishing 72nd among the 280-rider field. 
Jordan, based in England with the Air 
Force, is capitalizing one the opportun- 
ity of being able to ride on or more 
trials every weekend. Back home, Ol’ 
Man River Country isn’t exactly a 
hotbed of trials activity. 

The American trio of Schreiber, 
Leavitt and Stites would have had a 
lock on the Scotia Trophy for best 
Foreign Team, but the organizers, 
looking at Bernie’s British ACU riding 
license, decided he wasn't American. 
If a team of Leavitt, Stites and Jordan 
had been entered, they would bave 
also won the trophy. 

The Family Leavitt's plans of being 
the first couple to solo in Scotland 
were scuttled by the impending en- 
largement of the Family Leavitt. Debbie 
is four months pregnant. 

This year's trial featured an “Ameri- 
can Embassy" with a decided "country" 
flavor. Lane and Debbie were Luke 
and Debbie Duke of Hazzard County, 
USA. Other flag-bearers included trials 
photo-specialist N.E. "Wick" Wicker, 
wife Marilyn and daughter Keela, also 
with camera in hand. The embassy even 
had a photo lab and dungeon for poli- 
tical prisoners. And, in recognition of 
the “Dallas” craze that has swept Great 
Britain, the embassy posted the follow- 
ing message out front “J.R. is not here. 
Sue Ellen did it." 

For the first time in recent years the 
starting list was not topped by Bultaco 
entries. A summary of the progam 
reveals: Montesa 87, Bultaco 62, 
Yamaha 26, Suzuki 22, Ossa 20, SWM 
16, Fantic 10, Honda 9 and Matchless 
1. The 1952 Matchless, the only English 
machine entered, was ridden amidst 
tumultuous ovations, by a Swede, Stig 
Karlsson. The four-banger finished, 
earning its pilot a First Class (top half 
of the entry) Award.

are concerned. Much of this bike swap- 
ping has been caused by labor prob- 
lems in Spain that have affected both 


Montesa and especially Bultaco. The . 


Thumb-Up factory has been closed 
since November by a strike triggered 
by the workers’ refusal to accept a re- 
duction in the labor force. Montesa 
was also closed by a strike early in the 
year, reopened and then was struck 
again. < 

At the present time only Schreiber 
remains on the Bultaco team. Tony 
Gorgot went to Ossa. Vesterinen signed 
with Montesa. A week before Scotland, 


Martin Lampkin ended a 10-year asso- 


ciation with the. factory to sign with 
SWM. Another Italian company, 
Italjet, accelerated their entry into 
trials by signing the many time Spanish 
champion, Manuel Soler. Soler has 
been quite instrumental in the develop- 
ment of the Sherpa. The fact that he is 
the grandnephew of Bultaco’s founder 
obviously indicates the gravity of the 
situation. However, Schreiber an- 
nounced before the trial that he would 
remain with Bultaco for the remainder 
of the '89 campaign. Bultaco announ- 
ced plans to commence production early 
in June. It is probable that this re- 
opening will be accompanied by a re- 
organization involving a workers' co- 
operative. 

Soler missed the Six Days to do de- 
velopment work in Italy. The first 
Italjet prototype should make its 
World Championship debut early next 
month. ; 

A third Italian company, Fantic, 
has been getting impressive results 
from Jaime Subira, for years a 
Montesa mainstay in Spain. Subira's 
fifth in Scotland, on a 156cc unit, re- 
flects the efficiency of their effort. 

Another brand switcher, Mick An- 
drews, is back on Yamaha after a two 
year stint with Ossa. Andrews gave 
Yamaha quite a signing present in 
February, winning the English world 
round the day after inking his contract. 

New machinery included Ossa, 
SWM and Honda models. Stites, spon- 
sored by the Tryals Shope and Yankee 
Motors, the U.S. SWM importer, found 
himself on a brand new yellow machine. 
Jack reported extensive geometry 
changes and smoother power. It was a 
busy week for Stites. He left Scotland 
Saturday afternoon, rode an enduro in 
central England Sunday and flew 
home from London on Monday morn- 
ing. 
The new 250cc Honda was ridden 
by Kiyoteru Hattori of Japan (who 
finishd 16th) and Eddy Lejeune (12th) 
of Belgium. There is some speculation 
that the bike is a production prototype 
that would be built by a Honda R&D 
arm rather than the parent factory. 

Many in Britain seemed to sense the 
inevitability of a foreign win, either 
this year or sometime soon. One com- 
ment heard during the week was: “If a 
foreigner has to win it, I hope it's 
Schreiber. At least he speaks English." 

Bernie, returning to Scotland for 
the first time since his Best Newcomer 
debut at the rain-drenched '77 event, 
dropped 11 points on Monday to take 
the lead. The weather, usually as un- 
predictable as a glue-sniffing water 
buffalo, was beautiful. Perhaps as 
much as two teacups full of rain fell 
during the week. Monday was so sunny 
Lane stripped down to a home-town 
Pleasanton t-shirt to ride the Pipeline. 

Tuesday looked like a 1-2 day for 
the Yanks. Bernie had a three and 
Lane had a four. Then Danielle Galeaz- 
zi came in with a two. With two days 
down Bernie led, 14 to 25. Lane was in 
ninth, tied with Vesterinen at 33. 


Vesty was low man on Wednesday, 
but Bernie hung onto his lead. At the 
halfway point: Schreiber 43, Vesterinen 
and Rathmell 44, Subira and Andrews 
45. 

Thursday was the worst day of the 








- week for early starters. With more 


than 250 riders spread more than four 
hours apart, the sections can often 
alter radically during the day. An- 
drews, Schreiber and Leavitt, all out 
early, lost numerous marks in sections 
that clubmen were cleaning later in 
the day. By dropping 51 points Bernie 
plummeted to eighth place, 28 points 
behind the new leader, Rob Shepherd. 
Rathmell, almost the last rider out, 
was low score with 17. With two days 
remaining, the leaders were: Shepherd 
66, Rathmell and Vesterinen 69, 
Andrews 84. 

By Thursday, Schreiber could be 
seen practicing floating turns on the 
hillsides to shape up for the world 
round in Austria the following weekend. 
He felt that the “straight-on” sections 
were detuning the turning-trickery that 
has enabled him to win eight of his last 
19 starts in world championships trials 
and all but one of the indoor or stadium 
trials he has ridden during the past 
two years. 

Friday was Shepherd's early day and 
he dropped 26 while Vesterinen came 
in with five and Rathmell scored an 
eight. Martin Lampkin, slightly off- 
form earlier in the week on his new 
SWM ride, adjusted enough to 
underscore all riders with a four. 
Heading for the showdown the leaders 
were: Vesterinen 74, Rathmell 77, 
Shepherd 92. 

On Saturday Vesty came up with his 
second low score day of the week, 
losing just four marks. Rathmell 
would have had to “clean” the day to 
beat him. Instead he dropped seven. 

For many, the Scottish is the best 
week in trials. But for those trying to 
win it, the test is generally an unrelent- 
ing pressure cooker with no relief 
valve. Vesterinen, Lampkin and An- 
drews have all called it the toughest 
trial in the world to win. The weather, 
the road riding, the section sameness 
and relative ease as well as the long 
delays at many of the sections all are 
factors. 

Schreiber was surprised by his early 
lead. He didn’t expect it. Tuned to 
overcome the tension of a single day 
showdown with riding brilliance, he 
has not yet acquired the feel for the 
different kind of pressure Scotland 
presents. There, fighting boredom or 
lack of challenge is part of the challenge. 
Dogged persistence, rather than bursts 
of dazzling artistry, seems to be the 
key. Yet, despite 113 “easy” sections, 
the Scottish is a challenge that is won 
only by the best riders in the world. 
The winners of 13 of the last 14 trials 
have been world champions. 

Vesterinen almost gave up the chase 
after four attempts, complaining of 
the boredom of riding “small round 
rocks” all week. He stayed home in 
1978. Then he came back last year to 
take third. Obviously he has found the 
answer to accepting and combating 
the peculiar pressures of the trial. In 
time, this year's early leader may too 
acquire that knack and conquer the 
highlands. Leading the trial for three 
days in just his second start must rank 
as quite an accomplishment. But for 
all time, the honor of the first time for a 
foreigner belongs to Yrjo Vesterinen. @

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Oregon State 
National rated 
‘‘too easy''

First the good news. It didn’t rain in Oregon. In 
point of fact it was very dusty in spots. Now the 
bad news. The AA riders, to a man, said the 


course was too easy. 


It seems that most of the en- 
duros in the West are too easy. I 
wouldn’t know because I saw 
sweat and heard a lot of strange 
words, mostly from the A & B riders. 
Dick Burleson (Hus) said he thought 
the average should have been 24 mph. 
He was not the only one. 

Mike Hannon (Yam) said at the first 
gas stop that it was way too easy. He's 
ridden this area many times. After 
having covered a few enduros I keep 
hearing this complaint. I also heard 
that the course could have been 
marked better. This again from the 
AA riders. No complaints were voiced 
by the A and B riders. 


As the Pros began pulling into the 
pits the rumors of protests filled the 
firs. One of the main complaints was 
that the AMA referee could have 
solved most of the problems before the 


event started had he worked a little 
more closely with the club. This does 
seem reasonable — I know how hard 
the Lobos worked on this one. They 
bad a bad rap two years ago when 
Drew Smith zeroed the course. Drew 
was not present today because he re- 
injured his wrist and stayed in New 
Jersey. 

There was some question as to how 
legal the gas checks were in distance. 
Some felt that they were in error.

Remember TT scrambles? They're back! And 
remember The Superbikers race at Carlsbad 
last year? It pitted the country’s top dirt track- 
ers against the top road racers and motocross- 


ers. Everybody brought their own 
equipment to ride. 

Basically, the motocross guys 
came out on motocrossers modi- 
fied with shorter suspension, dirt track 
tires, more flywheel, disc brakes, and 
some porting changes to up the horse- 
power, for the long straightaways. They 
changed the 'crossers because the track 
favored tbe smooth dirt track guys 
over the gnarly track motocross guys. 
Everybody else was smart enough to 
see the handwriting on the wall, and 
chose to come prepared with conven- 
tional. T T-type racing equipment. TT 
equipment was definitely to be the hot 
setup. 

'LV cameras started away at the pro- 
ceedings, and what was billed as the 
day for the TT guys to get revenge for 
their humiliation by the motocross con- 
tingent at the last Motorcycle Olympiad, 
turned out to be another humiliation. 
The motocrossers just flat whipped the 
dirt trackers again, and this time on 
their own turf. The dirt track guys on 
their TT style Harleys, Triumphs, 
Yamahas and Honda thumpers. just 


couldn't keep up with the motocross 
bikes that motocross guys were 
riding. 


This is not to take anything away at 
all from the motocross guys. They rode 
magnificently on tires and on track 
conditions which were basically alien 
to them; and they loved the fast sliding. 
They were great. ...: but so were their 
bikes. 

That’s when the wheels of slow deli- 
beration began to pick up speed in my 
mind. I saw the MX bikes go fast and 
handle on smooth dirt with fast, slider 
corners; a medium they were definitely 
not intended to do well on, compared 
to a TT bike. Then and there I con- 
cluded. that it was. worth trying to dupli- 
cate the mechanical portion of. that 
feat. 








For myself, Sportsman TTs, short 
tracks and half miles take up my week- 
ends and I enjoy it immensely. The 
price of race entry fees is low, the com- 
petition is interesting, the fast sliding 
is a ball, and the up-keep on my Cham- 
pion dirt track framed Yamaha 400 is 
low. Compared to a motocrosser getting 
a comparable number of race dates 
per month, the upkeep dollars are 
downright negligible. No broken 
frames, no new shocks, no new sprock- 
ets, no new chains, fewer tires, no new 
rims, hubs and spokes. In short, low 
bucks to go TT racing. I like that. 

I also liked the idea of possibly being 
competitive on a modified motocrosser 
among a bunch of dirt track bikes. 
And, if it didn’t work out, so what? 
People forget. (Except for the time my 
'95. Indian kick-starter pedal tagged 
me in the forehead and left the neatest 
grade-five bolt.head imprint. Nobody 
lets me forget that!) But I was sure it 
would work, at least well enough for 
sportsman scrambles where track con- 
ditions vary. considerably, from smooth 
to pretty bumpy. 

From, where I sat, it.seemed that 
modifying a motocrossér similarly to 
those of the Superbikers' would be easy 
enough, and be affordably: inexpensive. 


I began: the project by choosing. a '79: 


Honda CR250R motocrosser to modify, 
There are plenty around: I then listed 
all of the handling and engine perfor- 
mance traits. of the MX bike that were 
undesirable from a fast, smooth track 
racing standpoint, and then listed all 
the traits of a typical dirt track framed 
special that were desirable. From the 
two lists, I then culled out those desir- 
able traits which could only be achieved 
with lots of money and machine shop 
resources, or those which were only de- 
sirable, but not absolutely essential to 
the success of the vehicle. 

For example, on one hand, the stock 
29 degree rake and 4.7 inches of trail, 











were undesirable from a sliding stand- 
point, but I couldn't do much about it 
inexpensively, So, I decided. to. see if 
the bike would suffer too much 
without having the more typical 26-27 
degree rake and 3.5 inch trail of con- 
ventional dirt track framed TT bikes. 

On the other hand, the Motocrosser 
needed to be lowered in a bad way. 
'The center of gravity was approxi- 
mately 30 inches above the ground 
with the rider seated in the foreward 
mounted position, as compared to a 
TT bikes lower average 22 to 24 
inches above ground CG. Since I was 
able to easily lower the bike and signi- 
ficantly reduce the problem of high 
CG, I did so. Doing so also diminished 
the inherent high altitude problem with 
long-travel suspension motocrossers. 

Lowering the bike eliminated the 
air gap between the rider's feet and the 
ground. The necessity of this move is 
evident if you've ever pitched the bike 
into a corner, got it down as far as you 
thought prudent, and then stuck your 
foot down — only to find it still six 
inches above ground. It'll make you 
believe in being closer to the ground 
on a smooth, slidy track. Anyway, that 
was the general sorting out process I 
used to develop the performance en- 
velop for.the-motocross bike-turned- 
TT bike. 

Before you go any further, you want 
to know, if the project bike. worked. 
Right? Yes, it worked. Eddie Lawson 
jumped on it at Saddleback and daz- 
zled everybody who was out Saturday 
afternoon practicing on the short track. 
The dazzlees included a speedway bike 
rider who tried, but couldn't keep up, 
an assorted number of motocross riders 
on everything from an identical, but 
unmodified Honda CR250R, to a poor 
soul.on a clapped-out Ossa exercising 
his death wish. The track stunk — big 


potholes on the number two corner, 


which would have made the track un- 
ridable on a conventional TT bike. 
And the rest of the track was so hard, 
dry and snotty that the motocrossers 
could barely, and I mean barely, nego- 
tiate the track without doing ground 
loops, wowees, and gymnastic tricks 
normally associated with the Olympic 
Games. Lawson thought the bike did 
great, having started out as a moto- 
crosser. All he asked for was a steering 
damper. 












Next, Ross.Klatt, a hot Pro Novice 
in the dirt track ranks this year, blazed 
around on it. He liked it too, but 
didn't love it. Fortunately, I kept lap 
times on both him and Lawson. 
Lawson, a dirt track Expert, and 
recent. winner of this year's Daytona 
Lightweight road race, was just a quiver 
faster than Klatt. After I told Klatt 
about the lap times, he liked the bike 
better. He also admitted the track was 
so bad that if he were required to go 
and cut some laps on his 250cc dirt 
track framed bike, he's probably be 
enjoying the comfort of a semi-private 
room at Saddleback Community Hos- 
pital. 

As a later backup test, I had Pete 
Hames, one of the hottest 250cc Sports- 
man TT and short track riders in the 
nation ride the bike at Indian Dunes. 
He, like Klatt, has the latest trick TT 
bike which obviously handles different- 
ly. He didn't appear comfortable on 
the Honda, but he did go fast! He then 
tried his own bike out on the small 
track, but didn't visibly go much 
faster. The Honda certainly was usable 
and competitive. 

The last test was my own. I rode the 
modified motocrosser in an Open Ex- 
pert TT race at Corona Raceway, giv- 
ing away a 250cc advantage to the big- 
ger 500cc thumpers and such. The two 
previous weeks, I had finished third on 
my 400 Yamaha in a Champion dirt 
track frame. This week, I finished i... 
yep, third again! And I.wasn't nearly 
as tired. 

,. Ona scale of one to 10, I'd give ita 
“mine and a half on cobby TT tracks 


` and a seven on smooth TT tracks. In 


standard motocross trim, it would get 
a big six on cobby tracks and a four on 
smooth tracks. 

Let's get into the nuts and bolts of 
how to make your Honda motocrosser 
into a TT bike. A separate table lists 
the pieces necessary to make this 
conversion. 

Since the Honda puts.out good, 
competitive horsepower, and is light 
(216 Ibs. dry), there wasn't too much 
to take off, and I saw no need to make 
the engine less reliable and more ex- 
pensive by hopping it up. About all I 
could scavenge off was the front fender, 
kickstand, front number plate and the 
rim locks. 


The first really big trick was to lower 
the chassis. It needed to be lowered so 
that when the bike was sliding, the 
center of gravity would be low enough 
that the bike wouldn’t high side. It 
also needed to be lower so that the 
rider could comfortably slide with one 
foot on the ground, and also hopefully, 
eliminate the bike's awful tendency to 
wheelie at the slightest provocation. 
And horsepower wasn't causing the 
wheelieing. It was (ready for the buzz 
words?) the combination of the center 
of gravity location and the Instantan- 
eous Force Center common on all 
motocrossers. The IFC is a composite 
of the forces acting through a severely 
angled swingarm, intersecting the 
forces acting and. extending through 
the tangent points of the countershaft 
sprocket and the rear wheel sprocket. 
It's called anti-squat, and it’s too 
much anti-squat in this motocross bike's 
case. Calculating the weight transfer 
on this bike stock, using a gravity ac- 
celeration of .71, the total weight on 
the front wheel.under acceleration is 
21 pounds with. a.154 pound rider in 
the forward position. It's trying to 
wheelie just sitting there. Not too swift. 

After I lowered it, the bike had 
more. static weight on the front end, 
and less weight transfer under accelera- 
tion, In fact, it developed a pronounced 
case of pro-squat coming off of the cor- 
ners. I took it from too much weight 
transfer to not enough. That wasn't so 
good either, but it sure beat the heck 
out of looping the bike on the starting 
line and having the handlebars meet 
your teeth on every gear change. The 
pro-squat manifested itself by partial- 
ly unloading the rear tire under accel- 
eration. But, sitting further back on 
the seat. compensated for it. That's 
what made the two 250cc riders 
uncomfortable at first. Lawson and I 
easily compensated for it by moving 
back about three inches. 

Lowering the chassis was easy. First, 
the tall stock rear shocks were removed. 
A pair of 15.75-inch S&W gas cell 
shocks were installed to lower the ride 
height. And since the available travel 
in the new shock was greater than the 
remaining available travel at the 
raised rear wheel, a stack-up of travel 
limiters had to be installed on the 
shock shafts to keep the wheel from 
bottoming on the fender. Happily, 








S&W makes those too. Use two each 
34-inch and one each 14-inch limiter 
on each shock shaft. That makes for a 
two inch limiter On each shock. Also, 
narrow bushings are required in each 
shock. eye. to fit the. Honda shock 
mount. Those have to be ordered from 
S&W too. Order two kits. And 
speaking of mounting the shocks, Do 
not mount these shocks upside down. 
They will not valve properly upside 
down as will some of the other brands. 
Order the dual rate springs listed in 
the parts list in the article. They'll cover 
up to a 175 Ib. rider. 

The shocks and spring rates were 
another compromise which were to be 
lived with, rather than to be chosen by 
optimum design. They are not valved 
heavily enough for this combination of 
leverage ratio and short travel. 

It's not the shock's fault; they were 
designed to be stroked faster, and there- 
fore become stiffer in valving charac- 
teristics. But since the piston accelera- 
tion rate in this circumstance is slow, 
the shocks act lazy. And to keep the 
springs from overcoming the valving, 
the springs have to be softer than con- 
ventionally used in smooth dirt track 
applications. However, the combina- 
tion does work, and there is no chance 
of wearing out the shock in a lifetime. 
And boy, does it give a cushy ride on a 
ratty track. Plus, it's got a right price 
on it. 

Now that the back end if lowered, 
the front end has to come down in a 
matching fashion. It's a straightforward 
deal. Remove the handlebars, unbolt 
the fork caps, unbolt the damper rods, 
and pull out the fork springs. Cut six 
inches off the fork springs and be sure 
to cut from the end with the coils 
spaced closely together. That way, 
you'll be cutting off the coils from the 
low rate portion of the progressive rate 
spring. Heat and flatten the spring 
end. Since we want to stiffen the front 
end of the motorcycle, this is one way 
of accomplishing both the lowering 
and rate stiffening at the same time. 
At the same time we would like to have 
the front forks absorb the slight bumps 
in the track. To do this I took one 
CR125 Honda upper fork spring and 
made a pair of two inch long springs, 
one to sit on top of each shortened 
CR250R fork spring. Now the total 
free length of both springs stacked up
